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THE TEMPLE 


RIMARILY, The Temple is a cosmic organie centre, the constituent 

parts of which are the units of eolleetive humanity. 

Coincident with the original impulse, the first emanation from the Cen- 
tral Spiritual Sun—the Universal Heart—came into manifestation, the 
Father-Mother-Son, the triangular corner 8tone of The Temple, upon whieh 
is riging, age by age, a geometrically perfect edifice.

The organization of The Temple, the members of which belong by evolu- 
tionary right to a certain Degree of Coamic Life, which Degree is subdivided 
into 8even Orders, is the continuation and expansion of the work of the 
Masters revivified in this country a quarter of a century ago by certain 
ebelas or disciples. 

To the efforts of the Masters is due the impulse which has caused the 
great advance in gcientific, philosophical and gocial endeavor; for they are 
the guardians of Ancient Wisdom and Knowledge, in which lies the root 
of all progress; and the work of The Temple is to cultivate and embody 
the highest prineiples of all guch endeavor in one stupendous living organie 
whole. 

It is a common belief that the fires on the altars of the Ancient Temples 
bave been permitted to die out: but **thoge who know?” 8ay this is not true; 
that they are but hidden from the view of the masses, awaiting the time 
when the veil of ignorance and corruption hanging before the hearts of the 
humanity of this transitory period, 8hall be rent asunder, and the light of 
the ages become manifest to all, The time is comparatively elose at hand 
when the doors of **The Temple of the Mysteries'” shall once more gwing 
outward.

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Tthese causes were, first, abnormal development of the quality of 
egotisnr. un<mrpportecd by knowledge anmonse the early investigators 
ot the Wisdom Religion. Second, great increase in the number of 
mutators of the phenomena produced by true Initiates, and the 
natural reaction which followed the exposure of fraudulent methods 
ot producing: phenomena. - Third, false claims to personal guidance 
ot the Aasters by the Self-deceived or ambitious; fourth. unfaithful- 
ness to vows of (1sc1pleship, and consequent contempt for such weak- 
ness in the minds of those who had previously consrdered svch 
S0lemnly pledged disciples as examples for others to follow ; fifth, 
talse teaching along the line of sex:; last, but by no means least, an 
army of braggarts who have constantly poured torth accounts of 
personal contact with the Masters, accounts in which the wisdom and 
worth of the braggart was duly extolled and the lack of spiritual 
perception in the case of their followers greatly deplored. The final 
result 1n such instances has been the arousing of suspicion and the 
crection of adverse currents of force against the true disciple of the 
\Masters, which has stultihed their efforts to interpret and give forth 
the valuable teachings of the Wi=sdom Religion to a world in travail. 

\\ hat should have heen the greate<t, most far reaching organized 
eftort for good in the world, by this time, has hecome a heterogeneous 
nuxture of small cults, each one under the direction ot some pendo 
occultist who 1s incapable of fulhlling his or her promises to tol- 
lowers. Only here and there among these-groups may be found a 
venuine chela of the Masters who 1s endeavoring to leaven the lump 
of fraudulent or unwise teaching presented to their number. Ort all 
the enemies by which these chelas are beset there are none capanle 
of inflicting <0 much injury to the cause of occultism as the heivore 
mentioned braggarts, who by their claims of <uperior development 
and of the constant snpervision of their *personal Aaster | arousC 
Strong feelings of envy or of discouragement on account of the 
Seeming difference hetween the claimant and his whilom studen! 
who finally. sinks into a state of despair, or of d1sgust. at everything 
bearing the name. of occultism. Such an ong. 1s unable to recover 
from the shock to his inner nature throughout his whole hte. The 
evident ignorance of the causes back of the desertion of their er<t- 
while followers is the most hopeless feature of the failure of <nch 
Self-deceived braggarts. 

There are false prophets, deceivers and liars im every religious 
movement, but there are not always the opportunities tor bragga- 
docia in those other that there are in a body of students of occulttsm. 

Eventually the truth will prevail in the case of the first mentione( 
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movements and the decerved one will he rehabilitated in his owr 
estimation, but in the caxe of the utterly d1sheartened and discour- 
aged Student ot occultism 1t 1s diffhcult for him to recover his former 
State 01 <ecurity, tor the claims of the hraggart will present them- 
<elves repeatedly to his mentality, and he knows just enough of some 
the tacts ot psvchic development to understand that <uch claims 
11ght pos<thIv he jqustthed in the case of the braggart. while at the 
<ame time his Higher Self 1s trving to convince him of the worth- 
les<ness of those clams, consequently there 1s a continuous state of 
conftu<on in his mind and he never -teels snre of either =<1de of the 
aro mmnent. 

but tor the tact that there are the tew who have remained faith- 
fl to the teachings of the Masters who cave the truths of the 
\\ 1=dom Rehewn to the \\ extern world. thoxe NMasters might well 
dexparir. But while there has been the failure I have mentioned, mn 
nNanv anstances, and Aqespite the iminry inthicted on numerous 
Toups of people bv the 1gnorant and selfish, the force of the 
41m tenets of the AV isdom Rehgwn—Karma, Remcarnation, and 
the Seven Principles of hte—has permeated the- thought currents of 
vorild. as 1s evidenced in changes which have occurred 1n 
Tence, art. hterature and rehioon :; and 1t 1s because of that tact

that there will be snffticient antagonisn opposed to the present day 
evival of orthodox philosophy to prevent its reaching the same 
low level of cruelty, inhumanitv and pure diabolism which a s1milar 
wave .-reached in the 17th century when the notable Blue Laws 
enforced the burning of suspected witches, the jailing of the Sabbath 
hreaker and the inhuman treatment of women accused of breaking 
the Seventh Commandment. as well as countless other crimes against 
Q 


of the Initiates of the White Lodge has not failed, in the true sense 


humanity ; and if onlv s0 much good has been accomplished the work 
Ot the word ta1lure. 

The return of the <pokes of the cosmic wheel to. a <imilar point 
of the world spiral is accountable for the present antagonistic wave 
again<t materialism and occultiem. The course the wave is taking 
was to he expected. Tt will do its appointed work and make way for 
the return wave of the \Wisdom Religion. Nevertheless the world 
has <ustained a great temporarv loss by the failure of s0 many stud- 
ents of occultism to rise to the heights presented to them, and their 
failure has made it s0o much more difficult for the faithful to accom- 
plish the task given them to perform.

Spiritual verities that are even now represented hy the Symbohc 
heures in modern. churches, and also of those symbols given 1n 
fhiner forms of suhbstance on more interior planes, sometimes 1m 
veometrical figures, colors or tones an which, altogether, form 
the \vsterv Language. It 1s mnteresting to note that with the first 
dawnings of spirituality the mentality of man seizes the idea of 
expressing itself in svmbol as do the more highly developed indi- 
viduals of later ages in the line of <culpture,- painting and mus1C. 
The finer the mentality, the more beautiful hegome the forms ex- 
pressed. Everything in nature is a symbol of some $piritual verity, 
consequently the true nature lover is verv apt to have an intuitive 
orasp of great <piritnal principles and endeavors to express them 
as best he may. 
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Naturally those early races would have cried to the images made 
by them. It would not have occurred to them to appeal to an ab- 
straction. The images represented the highest ideals they were 
capable oft concerving, even higher than the wn and stars, which 
they also worshipped, and which were visible realities to them, being 
on the <ame plane of hfe as were their own phvsical bodies, conse- 
quently were less mvsterious than the thought images which appealed 
to their dawning $piritual consciousness.
